mained all nig ht in the company of 
two other persons. 
MeFatridg e said that he drove to 
Arling ton with Pete Northum, who 
had come to stay all nig ht with him, 
a s his g uest. At Arling ton they took 
a car to Gwy nneviUe where they a t­ 
tended an iee cream festival. On their 
return to Arling ton they met Ciessie 
Tribbey , who accompanied them to 
the MeFat ridg e home where the trio 
remained all nig ht. 
Tribbey is a 
nephew of the Mo Fa fridg es* and has 
made his home there for some time. 
Tribbey slept down stairs and North- 
urn and the witness slept upstairs on 
a pallet on the floor. 
In’the room, in 
a bed slept Foster Alex ander, an un­ 
fortunate who has his leg s off and 
who is known in that 
countrv as 
“ The No Leg g ed B oy /’

Tribbey *a son testi­ 
fied that he went back once this sum­ 
mer to see his mother and that she 
was down at the Collins home. While 
down there, the witness stated that 
his father came along and told Per­ 
ry Collins that he was the one who 
had caused all of the trouble in his 
family and if he would come out in 
the road he would whip him.

The investig ation, owing 
to physical limitations, merely scratch­ 
ed the surface of the situation, accord­ 
ing to the report, and doubt is ex­ 
pressed that there has been an honest 
city or g eneral election in Chicag o in 
years. 
The finding s of the inquisitorial bedy 
characterize the primary election as a 
disg race to the city. 
Voting machines 
are urg ently advised as a step in a 
remedial direction, and a wider appli­ 
cation of civil service. 
It is stated 
that while the jury cannot affirm that 
no frauds were perpetrated by civil 
service employes, it is sig nificant that 
the inquisitors found none such. 
On 
the other hand the report marks tfcf 
fact that althoug h the police w* re in 
the vicinity of every polling booth, th 
investig ators 
received 
no aid 
from 
them in seeking to fasten responsibil­ 
ity for the conditions which prevailed. 
Referring to the fact that Frank J. 
Loescb, the special state's attorney a: 
pointed to conduct the investig ation, 
had been compelled by injunction to 
perform his public duty without corn 
pensatien, even drawing on his own 
purse for necessary expenses in one 
instance, the report says: 
“We denounce the men who have 
thrust on the county the shame of 
forcing Mr. Loescb to perform his pub 
lie duty without the compensation to 
which he is entitled and which, thus 
far, he has ably and consequentially 
earned, and we denounce the m e a su re 
by which these men have achieved thlb 
Ig noble end, and we especially con­ 
demn the recent disg raceful conduct 
of the superintendent of public service 
which deprived Mr. Loesch of reim ­ 
bursem ent of funds for emerg ency and 
other expenses to the amount of $511. 
which with g enerosity and a 
hig h 
sense of duty he advanced from his 
private purse/*
